TAKING FOR PUBLIO USE. 

The constitutional power of the State to 
destroy the use and value of private proper- 
ty without compensation by such enactments 
as that prohibiting the manufacture or sale 
of intoxicating beverages, is to be tested in 
Iowa when her prohibitory law goes into ef- 
fect on the ist of July. 

The Constitution of Iowa, like that of the 
United States, provides that “no person 
shall be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of Jaw,” and 
that private property shall not be taken for 
public use without just compensation.” The 
Supreme Court of Iowa has held that such 
provisions in both the Federal and State con- 
stitutions do not forbid the passage by that 
State of a prohibitory fiquor law injuriously 
affecting private property invested in the 
liquor business, since the said property, 
thoagh incidentally injured and rendered 
valueless by the law, is in no sense taken for 
public use. : 

But there is reason to believe that this Iowa 
decision will not be sustained by the United 
States Supreme Court. The latter has cer- 
tainly affirmed the power of a State to regu- 

late or even prohibit the liquor traffic, but 
never to the extent of déstroying the use and 
value of property in existence at the time of 
the enactment without compensating the 
owner. On the contrary, several of the Su- 
preme Court Justices in their opinions ex- 
pressly excepted such operations from the 
powers they conceded to the States. There 
was no question of private property injured 
or destroyed before them, but they spoke of 
that as the only exception to the State’s pro- 
hibitory power, and indicated very clearly 
that, where private rights of property stand 
in the way of the public good, they can be 
removed, impaired or destroyed only by 
making just compens ation to the owner. 

As to what constitutes a taking of private 
property for public use, andas to how far 
the provision can be preperly applied to the 
mere damaging of private property for the 
public good, there have been many contro- 
versies and conflicting decisions in State 
courts. A decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court on this point in tne Iowa cuse 
will be very interesting and important. The 
framers of our Missouri Constitution settled 
the question for this State by providing that 
private property ‘‘shall not be taken or dam- 
aged for public use without compensation,” 
and a prohibitory law that did not provide 
compensation for all brewery, distflery and 
vineyard property damaged thereby, would 
be in direct conflict with the organic law of 
Missouri. Many eminent legal authorities, 
however, have held that the constitutional 
provision means the same without as with 
the words or damaged,” and if the U. 8. 
Supreme Court take the same view, lowa’s 
prohibitory law will be knocked out.“ 


FUTURE OCEAN TRAVEL, 

The annual migration across the ocean of 
those good Americans who prefer not wait- 
ing until after death to visit Paris is among 
the events of the season and is of more inter- 
est this year because of new conditions 
which are coming in sight. 

There are now two classes of ocean steam- 
ers, those which can make the trip inside of 
seven days and those which cannot. Since 
last year the different lines have increased 
their capacity for carrying passengers by at 
least a thousand passengers a week and the 
new steamers are all of the swift class. 

These swift steamers, which will carry be- 
tween four and five hundred passengers on a 
trip, are certain of being full for the season, 
and the question is how to utilize the less 
popular steamers. There is talk of cutting 
rates,“ of reducing the price of passage so 
as to secure the patronage of people who do 
not think of a trip to Europe on account of 
the cost of the ferry. 

If the steamship companies are wise 
enough to do this it will ;revolutionize the 
whole question of ocean travel. The people 
who can pay $200 for the steamship part of a 
trip are numbered by the tens of thousands. 
The people who could afford to pav $100 for 
the round trip and spend the other hundred 
in travel are numbered by the hundreds of 
thousands. Rates are now too high; if they 
can be reduced and if the idea can be dis- 
pelled that the European trip is a luxury for 
the wealthy and aristocrat, we may expect 
to see Europe invaded. 

There cannot be too much travel between 
America and Europe. Americaas have 
many things to learn from Europe and they 
have also many things to teach the Earope- 
ans. If we have any class of people who 
cannot stand contact with Europe without 
losing their American characters, they are a 
poor lot and we can afford to lose them.

Thé@ failure of 
Congress to declare it forfeited has, during 
that time, simply kept settlers from buying 
and improving the land, and there should be 
no further delay in declaring the forfeiture 
of every unearned section of land grant 
where the time limit has expired.

There are facts to cope which nobody, not even 
his friend Mr. Phelps, will attempt to explain or 
deny.

He was “on the 
make” between 1865 and 1873, as so many others 
were, and involved himselt in a series of politico- 
financial transaetion3 which unfitted him per- 
manently for any high office, but which every- 
body will be content to leave undisturbed now if 
he will simply stop pestering the Republicans for 
a nomination which would ruin the party. No 
one wants to investigate his unsavory private 
affairs any More than seems absolutely neces- 
sary, Wecertainly do not. The medicine we 
have administrated will, we believe, cure him 
permanently ofthe Presidential fever. Should 
tis symptoms continue, or be aggravated by the 
convention, the dose must of course be made 
stronger, but the prescription is ths right one, 
and is sure to succeed in the end. 


Negro Killing. 
From the Fulton, Mo., Telegraph (Dem.) 

Last Saturday night a body of armed and 
masked men entered the lowly cabin of a négro 
man, situated in the northern part of this county, 
about fifteen miles from Fulton, seized a young 
man 19 years of age, dragged him from his bed 
and out of the house, and aeliberately and in cold 
blood shot and killed him. It was an act of cow- 
ardice and lawlessness inexcusable and infa- 
mous,whatever may bave been the moiive prompt- 
ing it—a reflection upon the sufficiency and power 
of law and its administration, a defamation of the 
high character of the neighborhood where the 
crime was committed, and an ineffaceable stigma 
upon the good name of the entire county. The re- 
spectability et the offenders, if such they were, 
magnifies and aggravates the offense, the obscur- 
ity and weakness of the victim deepens the dam- 
nation ofthe crime, If these methods are to be 
treated with tinpunalty by the authorities, or geut- 
ly reprobated, or sanctioned outright by public 
sentiment, then the spirit of the mob is supreme, 
and life and property is unceriain and unsafe, the 
law is abrogated and the protection of life is rel- 
egated to the individual citizen.

His Lecture on “Moses” That Didn't 
Go Last Night. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, May 12—A large assembiace of 
ladies and gentlemen, many of whom had come 
all the way from Brooklyn to hear Mr. Henry 
George lecture at Dr. k. Heber Newton's All 
Souls’ Church last evening, were greatly disap- 
pointed when informed that the lecture would not 
take place. It bad been extensively ad- 
vertised during the week that Mr. 
George would deliver his famous lecture on 


Moses“ at the church in the evening, and only a 
few papers publisheda notice terday morn- 
ing that lt had been postponed. any comments 
were rife as to the reason of this sudden change. 
To a correspondent of the Post-DisPATCH, who 
saw Mr. George last evening, the famous advo- 
cate of land reform showed a great deal of reti- 
cence to speak on the subject. “I received yes- 
lterday afternoon a note from Dr. Heber Newton,” 
he said, “asking me to withdraw my lecture, 
and 1 sent a notice of pos ment 
to the papers, hoping that it would 
save intending hearers from disappointment. I 
am sorry that so many ple should have made 
a fruitiess trip to the church.

PECK’S SCOUT, 


How His Command Was Unhorsed and 
Routed by Confederate Bees. 
From Peck’s Sun. 


The Sunday Telegraph, of this city, is an 
organ of the soldiers,and its editors try every 
way to find out jokes on old veterans, which 
it delights to tell, no matter whether the 
stories make the old soldiers blush or not. 
An editor of a paper like that should have 
some judgment, and not allude to things 
that are llable to bring up sad thoughts, and 
alithat. But the Telegraph glories in its 
shame, and in its last issue has the follow- 
ing, written by the editor, who was a com- 
rade of the Sun man in thearmy: 

„Ask George Peck how the little busy bee 
doth, when a cavalry scout undertakes to 
have lunch at the expense of aforesaid busy 
in broad daylight. How was that, George?“ 

How would the editor of the Telegraph 
like to have the Sun allude to some old | 
scrape that he got into twenty years ago, in 
that blind sort of way? However, since the 
ball is opened, we had rather tell the story 
than let the other fellow tell it, so here goes. 
When the writer of this was first commis- 
sioned as lieutenant of the Fourth Wisconsin 
Cavalry, he was what might be called a re- 
cruit in an old regiment. It was in 1864, and 
the regiment was in Louisiana. If there was 
one thing the new lieutenant wanted to do 
more than another, it was to be placed in 
command of a scout, and sent on ahead of 
the regiment, where he would be thrown on 
his own resources. An officer in that 
position, the first time, has more re- 
sponsibility than the commander of the 
— * He is supreme, until the regiment 
catches up to him, and if he gets into a fight 
and routs an enemy, he is a hero, as great as 
Sheridan, in asmall way. One day, in East- 
ern Louisiana, the Adjutant detailed forty 
men for a scout, and placed them in com- 
mand of the new officer, who writes this, 
with instructions to go on about ten miles, 
to a bridge across a small stream, and hold 
it till the regiment came up. No Roman 
conqueror ever marched forth to do battle 
with more different kinds of emotions coo- 
cealed about his person than did the new 
officer in his fresh uniform, on a 1 
stolen horse, and with a 22 fres 
appearance. It was a great day for the 
race. It was believed that there were 
not more than twelve or fifteen Confederates 
within a hundred miles, and the chances 
were thatnone of them would be encoun- 
tered, but that was no drawback. It was not 
numbers that the officer cared to encounter. 
One rebel would be enough, and if he was a 
very old one, paralyzed and sick, and unable 
to shoot, he would answer just as well as a 
whole regiment. It was not a great battle the 
young officer craved, but just 3 small- 
sized one. The idea of beiug off alone with 
a squad of men, was enough, and the officer 
felt that when he again joined his regiment 
he would have the air of one who had 
seen service. Well, he did have such an 
air. When about seven miles out on the 
road, the squad was halted in front of a 
house where there was a clear brook. The 
men dismounted and watered their horses, 
and some strolled upto the house. You 
know how cavalry soldiers will stroll up toa 
house, with that innocent, inquiring air, as 
though wishing to get acquainted with the 

ople, and how they come away from the 

ouse with sides of bacon, canteens of milk, 
and all that. The horses were hitched to 
the rail fence, and the boys sauntered about 
the plantation, and the officer went up to 
the house, and presently he sawthe whole 
— raiding a dozen of those straw bee 
hives. They were full of excellent honey. 
and the boys would take out great pieces of 
white honey-comb, full of honey, place it in 
papers, handkerchiefs, hats, and everything, 
and start for the horses. One soldier handed 
the officer a large piece of honey-comb, just 
to look at. The officer took it to look at, 
and was about to give it back, as it was be- 
neath the dignity of a new officer to jay- 
hawk honey, when he looked up, and about 
twenty soldiers were coming away from the 
boney orchard too quick. The bees were 
confederate bees, and they attacked the 
Yankees on front and flank and rear, and 
of all the running and yelling and slappin 
that ever was, that beat the record. 
Before the soldiers could get to the horses, 
the bees got there and began to sting the an- 
imals, and they reared and plunged and 
kicked, pulled away from the fence, taking

The colonel, after 
posting his men, -came up to the 
dismounted soldiers, where the sur- 
geon had arrived with an ambulance, and 
said, “Lieutenant, are you wounded? 
How many men did you lose? How in hades 
did it happen. You might have known you 
would be ambushed if you didn’t throw out 
flankers. What in thunder is that on your 
clothes? Great God, they have been fight- 
ing a lot of bee-hives.” There was no use 
lying about it, and so the truth wastold. At 
first the officer thought of saying he had been 
attacked by four regiments of confederate 
cavalry, and that all the horses had been 
shot under the men, but he reasoned that 
such a lie would eventually be disproven, 80 
he told the plain, unvarnished North Ameri- 
can truth, and when the soldiers heard it 
and gathered around the bee-wounded ad- 
vance guard, so stuck up with honey that 
they had to be scraped, a shout 
went up that woke the echoes for ten 
miles, and the kindly old eolonel did 
not place the fresh young officer under ar- 
rest, but was contented with simply telling 
him he was a fool, and a few things like 
that. The bridge held itself, the stampeded 
horses were collected, and the regiment 
moved on, but for months after that the 
soldiers never passed a bee-hive without 
somebody would yell for ‘*the second lieuten- 
ant of Company E,“ and they would ali be- 
gin to slap imaginary bees on their persons, 
and making a buzzing noise with their 
mouths.

The Question of Episcopal Residences 
in Foreign Countries Discussed. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 12.—In the Methodist 
Conference Bishop Harris announced that the 
bishops who met on Saturday in Bishop Simp- 
son’s room to consider the questions presented 
dy the Conference had agreed ou the fvilowing: 
“In view of the action of two of vour standing 
committees concerning the establishment of two 
Episcopal residences abroad and vf the discus- 
sion by the General Conference, we are greatly 
emDarrassed in the expression of an opinton rela- 
tive to the quesifon, but yet fee! it best to express 
that in our deliverate and unanimous judement 
itis not wise to fix an Episcopai residence at this. 
time in Europe, India, Africa or any of those 
countries, and if so decided this would not affect 


our opinion, hitherto expressed. as to the num- 
ber of bishops to be elected by the conference,” 
Rev. T. T. Nellis, representing the Methodist dDody 
of Canada and president of the Vic.oria Uat- 
versity, was introduced. Rev. Bennett Mitchell, 
of Northwestern Lowa, offered a resolution pro- 
viding that a commuitiee of twelve, one from 
each general conference district, be appointed to 
organize a connexional society to raise a fund for 
worn-out preachers, widews and orphans. Re- 
ferred to the Committee on Temporal Economy, 
with instructions to report early. A resolution 
was adopted that color should De vo bar to right 
or privilege to any office in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Chureh, The Committee on Fraternal Delo- 
ates reported, recommending Friday even- 
ng for the reception of the dele- 
gates from congregations ot Baptists 
and other Evangelical devominations. Adopted, 
The order of the day was then taken ap,viz.: The 
report of the Committee on Episcopacy, with re- 
gard to Episcopal residences in foreign countries, 
Rev. Dr. Taylor was given leave to withdraw his 
amendment with regard to Afriea as au Episcopal 
residence.

The Wonderful , Perfection of a 
System to Prevent Cattle 
Stealing.

No Chance ſor Contraband Brutes to Get 
Into the Market Withont Discovery— 
Striking Example of the Effectiveness 
of the System—A Mercantile Stock 
Bureau Proposed. 


“Distance is no protection to thieves when It 
comes to cattle or other stock,“ remarked a gen- 
tleman, this morning, in the course of a discus- 
sion of the coming Cattie Growers’ Convention. 

“How much does that mean?“ 

“It means that the cattle men have a detective 
system which is more perfect than any other sys- 
tem in the United States. A man, for instance, 
may steal a bullock or a sheep in 
Texas or Colorado, anu may bring it one or 


two thousand miles to St. Louis or Chicago with- 
out being caught, but within an hour atter it 
reaches the stock yards where all cattie are un- 
loaded, the conitraband animal is spotted, even 
though it be among ten car loads of ‘straight’ 
stock. Without a moment’s loss of time the 
owner is notified, no matter where his rauche is, 
and then there is a relentless prosecution.” 

„How is it doue?“ 

“Simple as can be. Out in the ranche re- 
giou a man’s cattle brand is his trade 
mark, and his rights under it are 
as carefully protected as titles to real estate are 
here. Every brand is registered, and care is 
taken to prevent duplication or anything that 
approximates. Everything is branded, and one 
of the first experiences in this world of all calves 
and lambKins is that of being burned with a hot 
iron. II astocw«-raiser sells out, the transfer of 
the brand is serupulously recorded and adver- 
tised. There is an association which is very com- 
prehensive, aud this association employs detect- 
ives whose work is a very responsibie one. They 
do not work in the region of the ranches, 
because down there the stock-raisers 
are all detectives in each other’s 
interest, and nobody will buy stock from a strang 
er without examining the brands and Knowing 
exactly, how the seller came by the stock. The 
petective, consequently, is sent 

TO THK MARKET POINTS 
to intercept any snipmeuts that may get away 
from tue ranche couutry unobserved.” 

„And is he supposed to kuow every brand in 
the thousands of miles of country west and soutu- 
west?“ 

At is not necessary, although he soon memor- 
izes most of thei. He has a book 
of brands, Which is kept constantly 
revised, and it is a more correct 
record of that vast territory than is the City Di- 
rectory of St. Louis. He is located, say, at the 
East St. Louis Stock Yards. Just as soon asa 
train ot stock comes over the bridge trom the 
West, he goes through it and makes an inventory 
ofthe biands, which practice he makes much 
easier than it looks. He has a list of the shippers 
and the shipments, aud he compares his juven- 
tory with that list. Ifthe shipper and the brand 
do not agree, he must Know the reason 
why. He is kept informed by the asso- 
ciation of any large transfers of 
from their original owners, and 
finds stock in other hands than those of the orig- 
mal owners without having any record of the 
transfer. he at once puts the party to proof who 
is offering them for sale. If they have been al- 
ready sold he stops the payment of the money 
nptil ownership has been established, unless, ol 
course, where the seller is responsible and well 
known, in which case the stock is not interfered 
with, but the facts are reported tothe parties in- 
terested, Who have their recourse. You can see 
then. that even though a thief may ve successful@n 
corraling stock on the ranges a huudred mites or 
more trom their home, and in slipping them from 
some way siation, he bas very little chance to get 
rid of them unless he stops at some way station 
and selis, which fact of itself would arouse sus- 
picion,”’ 

“Are the prosecutions generally very earnest in 
such cases?” 

“A good deal more earnest than

are here. Why, it Was Only a Short time ago that 
Col. Hunter, of ihe firm of Hunter & Evans in this 
city, caught a man in possession of some 
stock stolen from his Texas ranche. The man 
was worth $150,000, but the proof of erookeduess 
was positive, aud Col. Hunter never let go of him 
till he had secured him à term of fifteen years in 
the penitentiary, notwithstanding his great 
wealth. No, sir, there are many vocations 
more ‘safe and lucrative than stealing stock from 
ranches.” 

“Will there be any effort at the coming National 
Convention to establish a National Detective Or- 
ganization?” 

„No, 1 guess not—at least I have heard 
nothing of it. But there will be 
an endeavor to establish a rating bureau on the 
same general plan as the Dun and Bradstreet 
commercial agencies, which will serve as a guide 
for stock men and those dealing with them. It 
has trequentiy happened that men possessing very 
exteusive herds of cattle and being in need of 
ready money bave been absolutely unable when 
they came io St. Louis to get anybody to accept 
their notes with such splendid security as that. 
Why, there is no finer security in tne world than 
a catile herd, aud although it is possible, of course, 
for a dealer to Clandestineiy make way wün the 
property, 1 think no such case has ever occurred 
in the history of cattle raising. Ifa bureau of 
the kind I mentioned Is estabiished, business men 
Will have a reliable basis on which to deal with 
applicants for loans, and it will be of great bene- 
fit to stock raisers.

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A CURIOUS CASE. 


Litigation Growing out of an Attempt to Move a 
Corpse. 

Messrs. Jones & Delauo instituted a rather 
novel suit this morning in the Circuit Court.- It 
was in the nature of a bill in equity, praying the 
Court to restrain Samuel B. Dawson and the 
Bellefontaine Cemetery Association from inter- 
fering or molesting the widow and two sons of 
John Dawson, deceased, from disinterriug and 


removing his remains from one lot in the ceme- 
tery to the other. The bill recites that Jane Daw- 
son is the Widow, aud Juha and Wiliiam Dawson 
the sons of the deceased, whose rewaius are the 
subject of the controversy; that the deceased 
died and was buried in tire lotof his brother, 
Samuel C. Dawson, in October, 1881. Wiiliam 
Dawson, the son, has re¢entiy purcuased a lot in 
the cemetery, and now desires Lo remove the re- 
mains of his fatherfrom their present resting 
place to the lot Where the rest of the family will 
take their final sleep. The brother. 8. B. Dawson, 
objects, apd the Cemetery Assuciation refuses to 
grant the removal unless the brother cousents. 
The points involved iu the case are interesting, 
und it will be made a test Case. 
There wa: a similar case before the courts 
in 1873. which was finally carried up to Jefferson 
City. Charlies W. Guthrie brought a repleviu suit 
to reeover the coflu in which the remains of his 
wile were deposited, The Supreme Court heid 
that repleviu would not lie to recover a coffin and 
iis couteuts when those onieuts were human 
remains. The relatives of a deceased person had 
a right to inter the remains, but after that their 
control ceased except to protect them from in- 
sult. There was no property, it was held, ina 
corpse. The plaintiffs in the ease filed to-day 
Wili try to assert their rights in equity.
